recomendatifjns "must be considered 
not as inflicting penalties, but as 
suggesting means for assisting the 
economic recovery of all European 
peoples and *e entry upon a new 
period of ha) viness and prosperity 
unmenaced bj war." 


The coveri*. * letter of General 


Dawes, follows. 
"To the president of the repara- 


tion commission. 


'Sir: Your committee has unani- 


mously adopted a report upon the 
means for balancing the German 
budget and the measures to be tak- 
en to stabilize its currency which 
I now submit. 


"Deeply impressed by a sense of 


its responsibility to your commis- 
sion and to the universal conscience, 
the committee bases its plan upon 
those principles of 
justness 
and 


fairness and mutual interest in the 
supremacy of which not the credit- 
ors of Germany and Germany itself 
but the world also have a vital and 
enduring concern. 


Not Infliction of Penalty 


"With these principles accepted 


in that common good faith which is 
the foundation of all business and 
the best safeguard for universal 
peace, the committee's recommen- 
dations must be considered not ELS 
inflicting penalties but as suggest- 
ing means for assisting the eco- 
nomic recovery of all European peo- 
ples and the entry upon a new per- 
iod of happiness and prosperity 
unmenaced by war. 


"Since as a result ofthe war, the 


creditors of Germany are paying 
taxes to the limit of their capacity, 
so also must Germany be encour- 


' aged to pay taxes from year to 


year to the limit of her capacity. 
This is in accord with the just and 
underlying principle of the treaty 
of Versailles reaffirmed by Germany 
in its note of May 29, 1919, that 
the German 
scheme of taxation 


must be "fully as heavy proportion- 
ately as that of any of the powers 
represented 
on the 
commission.' 


More than this limit could not be 
expected and less than this would

ness 
relations 
involving- 
express 


obligations. 


"The existence of safeguards in 


no way embrasses the case of ordi- 
nary business contracts. The effec- 
tiveness of these safeguards should 
not embarrass the normal economic 
functioning of Germany and is of 
fundamental 
importance 
to Ger- 


many and her creditors. 


Sees Misery of Rejected 


"Great care has been taken in fix- 


ing the conditions of the supervi- 
sion over Germany's internal or- 
ganization so as to impose a mini- 
mum of interference consistent with 
proper protection. The plan submit- 
ted" is fair an'd reasonable in its 
nature, and if accepted is likely to 
lead to ultimate and lasting peace. 
The rejection of these proposals by 
the German government means the 
deliberate choice of a continuance 
of economic demoralization event- 
ually involving her people in hope- 
less misery.
